Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant submitted the enclosed claim amendment for discussion. 
The Examiner responded that the negative limitation does not appear to have clear support in the specification and 
could result in a "new matter" rejection. Applicant pointed out the additives on page 5 of the specification (paragraph 
[001 1]) as being possible additives that do not appear in the reference to Aida. The Examiner responded that these 
additives could be listed as a Markush group (See MPEP 2173.05(h)) or as a list of optional components, but added 
that the statement in the specification that these additives are "well known" (paragraph [001 1]) appears to be an 
admission that these elements are not new. The Examiner also argued that the "consisting of language limits the 
claimed process to only the steps claimed and suggested that this claim language would be more effective when 
pointing out either a) a step that Aida discloses as necessary but is not used in the instant invention, or b) a step that is 
required by the instant invention and which Aida does not teach or suggest. The Examiner also discussed the 
reference to Manning and pointed out some similarities between the reference and the instant invention such as 
disclosure of 4% calcium borate in paragraph [0019].

On Tue we discussed the following claim 1 proposal: 
Proposed on 4/25 

1. In the method for forming lignocellulosic thermoplastic composite products such as to 
increase their resistance to surface visual impairment caused by mold attack the 
improvement which comprises consists of incorporating an amount of boron -containing 
fungicide prior to forming said composite product. 

At that time you were concerned that this was only one step in the method and that consists 
of did not fit with the concept of only one step, but rather the entire method. However we 
would like for you to reconsider in light of the following: per MPRP 21 1 1.03 "consisting 
of excludes any element, step or ingredient not specified in the claim. By limiting the 
ingredients in this step to only a boron -containing fungicide rather than other fungicides or 
chemicals, we believe we are using this transition phrase within the MPEP guidelines. 

We are also looking at another proposal, although we would prefer to stay with the above 
wording: 

Proposed (Alternative) 

1. The method for forming lignocellulosic thermoplastic composite products such as to 
increase their resistance to surface visual impairment caused by mold attack, the 
method consisting of: mixing a boron containing fungicide with lignocellulosic 
materials, thermoplastics, and other additives, none of which are performing as a 
fungicide, to produce a homogeneous composite material prior to forming said 
composite product. 

The specification lists the other types of additives, all of which have the common trair that 
they don't have a fungicidal function.
